A FEMALE BLUEBEARD. 


A Woman on Her Death-Bed Confesses 
Atrocieus and Herribie Crimes. 


CINCINNATI, January 1.--A Mt. Vernon, 
O., special says Mrs. Stilwell, wife of Jay V. 
Stilwell, employe on the Chicago, Buriing- 
ton and Quincy Railroad, has made a 
confession on her death-bed of three 
murders. She is at the house of 
relatives in Knox county. The first was 
Benjamin Swigart, her first husband, who, 
she says, she killed at Maryville, Mo., March 
1877, with the aid of her mother and brother. 
The second was a stranger, whom the game 
parties killed for money, while stopping 
at her  boarding-house. The _ third 
was her own daughter, aged 14, whom she 
strangled in the presence of her mother at 
Reno, Nebraska, May 1880.

Gambetta at 7 o’clock in the evening, Was re- 
called at 9o’clock. M. Gambetta passeda 
good night on Saturday, but he suffered from 
fatigue arising from confinement to bed for 
so long a time.

Few, even of M. Gam betta’s tn- 
timates, expected bis death, It was known 
at 2:30 a. m. that he was dying.

His Life. 

Leon Gambetta was born tn the yéar 1838, 
in the town of Cahors, France. He studied 
law, and in 1859 joined the Paris bar, It was 
not till 1868 that his mame came prominently 
before the public. In that year he acquired 
a wide fame as counsel for defendants in 
political presecutions. He shewed himself 
an able and determined enemy of the See- 
ond Empire. After Sedan, he became Min- 
ister of the Interior, and he remained 
for some time in Paris after it 


was invested by the Germans. He was the 
soul of the resistance party to the triumphant 
Prussians, and desiring to stir up the French 
provinces to continue their opposition to the 
conquerors he contrived to make his escape 
from the city ina balloon. He 9 dows 
ai Amiens and thence proceeded Tou 
where he was intrusted with the control o 
the War Department. He assumed unlimit- 
ed power and made every effort tostir up the 
provinces in detence ef is. He preached 
aloutrence against the Germans, and de- 
nounced the capitulation of Metz asan act 
of treason on the partef Marshal Bazaine. 
He remained the persistent enemy of 
Germany, and preached the doctrine of re- 
ranche to the last. When a Nationa! As- 
sembly was resolved upon in 1871, Gambetta 
sought by decree to give it an exclusively 
Republican characier. The decree was 
canceied at the instigation of Prince 
Bismarck, and Gambetta resigned office as 
Minister. He ae, ag | entered the As- 
sembly as a member from Paris, became the 
leader of the extreme left, and to the vio- 
lence of a speech which he delivered at 
Grenobie was largely attributed the reaction 
which set in against Republican government, 
and the retirement of M. Thiers. After this 
his political‘action became more skiliful and 
moderate, and te his leadership the Kepubii- 
cans greatly owed their success in the elections 
of 1877, and their defeat of the attempts of 
the Conservatives to deprive them of its re- 
suits. Last year he waschosen by President 
Grevy as Premier, but after severai months 
resigned on the failure to carry through an 
a law. 

ambetta wasnever married. His mother 
was the mistress of his huusehoid. Ganm- 
betta’s habits of life were of ‘guer simplicity. 
He was the  foremos orator of 
his time in Europe. One of 
his eyes was obscured by  biindness. 
Gambetta’s lilness was brought on by a pis- 
tol-bali wound in one his thumbs inflicted 
accidentally while he was b ng a lvaded 
revoiver several weeks ago. ut littie at- 
tention was at first paid te the wound, which 
was deemed of a trifling nature, but he grew 
Steadliy worse and at ieugth pye@ma sei in 
and resuited fataily as anuvunced in our teie- 
graphic dispatches. 


His Political Work, 
Gambetta’s political force began to make 


‘itself most strengiy felt in the epoch foliow- 


ing the Franco-derman war. He had been 
one of the great leaders in the reorganization 
of the country, but it was fully 1876 before 
he began to take that place on the stage of 
political life in France to which bis great 
genius entitied him.

GAMBETTA. 

The death of Lzon Gambetta, which is 
announced in our telegraphic dispatches, re- 
moves one of the most prominent actors in 
the drama of European politics and deprives 
France of ber strongest man, of the one 
whom perhaps she can least afford to spare. 
No man is needed in this world and no. lea- 
der is so great as to leavea void that cannot 
be filled, but France is at present so strange- 
ly deficient in real leaders and so full of po 
litical contention that the death of GAMBET- 
TA may lead to serious consequences for the 
Republic. 

The life of GAMBETTA has more romance 
in it than is usually to be found In the annals 
of politics. Fourteen years ago he was the 
seedy orator of ‘he Cafe Procope; a harm- 
less young demagogue, loud of mouth 
and exceeding hungry of stomach; a year 
later he was the Radical deputy at 
whom the whole country laughed when it 
saw him satirized as ‘‘Rabagas,” that most 
wonderful] burlesque in which the future 
career of the tribune was sketched with pro- 
phetic accuracy. Six months later he was 
tumbling the court and empire out of Paris, 
and devoting his wonderful energy to the 
organization of the government of the 
‘national defense. A few weeks later he was 
' sailing over the Prussian 


same reason every State law is unconstitu- 
tional which grants privileges and immunities 
to corporations which are wholly denied to 
other persons, and so is every State 
law which exempts corporations from penal- 
ties or obligations imposed upon natural 
persons. If all the rights guaranteed to the 
latter are equally guaranteed to corporations, 
so that the State cannot enforce alaw grant- 
ing privileges or immunities to human beings 
unless the same privileges and immunities 
are granted to corporations, then it follows 
as a necessary consequence that natural per- 
sons are by the same provision guaranteed a 


similar equality of right with corporations in |. 


respect to all privileges and immunities con- 
ceded to the. If State law cannot discrim- 
inate against corporations in favor of the 
people, it cannot discriminate against the 
people and in favor of corporations; and no 
State law can enforce such penalties as hang- 
ing and imprisonment on natural persons un- 
less it inflicts the same penalties on those 
fictitious persons called corporations. Such 
an absurd construction would destroy nearly 
every State law now in force.

Mexico has not yet enjoyed the full bene- 
fits of modern railroad management, but Is 
getting a lively foretaste of the possibilities 
of stock watering. The Mexican Central 
has begun by issuing to its stockholders 
$10,000 in securities for every $4,250 in cash 
paid in for construction, and has bigger 
things yetin store. Thecostof the road is 
estimated at $19,500 per mile; the Govern- 
ment grants a subsidy of $15,000 per mile, 
leaving $4,500 per mile to be paid by the 
stockholders. But according toa recent cir- 
cular issued by President NICKERSON, the 
securities to be issued will be $52,000 first 
mortgage 7 percent bonds, $6,400 income 
bonds and $32,000 of common stock per mile, 
a total of $70,400 of securities for $4,500 of

He who had been, 
while in the opposition, almost an anarchist, 
no sooner felt that he had something to lose 
as wel! as something to win, than he expe 
perienced a change of heart and turned his 
back on the Commune to support the cause 
of law and order. At no time during the 
past ten years has he been reproached with 
being a revolutionist, but he has grown more 
and more conservative as French radicalism 
has grown moreand more violent, until] at 
his death his greatest strength arose from his 
position as a barrier against the extremists 
of the Left, to whom he had once belonged. 

He might have been President of the Re- 
public, but he preferred the reality of power 
to the show of an empty position, and he has 
had hard work to keep him frem having the 
leadership of the Cabinet forced on him. 
But his Italian craftiness has enabled him to 
wield all the strength of a prime minister 
without taking any of his responsibilities, 
and he has been as successful in keeping out 
of office as keeping in power. It is not worth 
while to speculate on the limits of his ambi- 
tion. He only wanted all that he could get. 
He may have loved nis eountry well, but he 
certainly loved himself better. There is no 
reason to disbelieve the stories that he has 
enriched himself while in power by State 
speculations, and he was young enough, dy- 
ing at forty-six, to wait with patience until 
his strengthening power had consolidated 
into an absolute mastery which seems to be 
the inevitable ending of al! the shifting and 
changing of French political cycles. 

His life might have led to the ruin of the 
Republic; his death cannot fall to be an im 
mediate loss andan aggravation of a situa- 
tion which can be described as merely one 
of drifting and waiting. A very few days 
will tell what will be the programme of the 
| Gambettists, but, as they cannot be as strong 
| without their leader as they were with him, 


the cause of order and conservatism ‘vil! be 
weakened, its strength will be leasened and 
the unstable Republic wil! again be tossed 
and pulled between the extremists who at 
one end would turn liberty into anarchy, and

shouting decisions and responses to the cailr 
of mewubers and struggling to maintain order, 
and the reporter sitting quietly in his seat 
taking it down verbatim, Speaker and all, the 
w hole appearing in type next morning before 
the Congressman is outof his warm bed. 
How any man can take verbatiin the turrenty 
of words which are poured upon the suffering 
atmosphere of the House when these family 
scenes occur is past finding out. There are 
five Official reporters who take the debates in 
the House—John McElhone, chief, White, 
Brown, Lord and Edwards. They got $5,000 
@ yearapiece, but they have to pay a consid- 
erable portion of this out to their assistants 
in busy times. They do not pretend to writ 
out what they take down 8) 
shorthand; they simply read it 
off to other. less experienced 
stenographers, who. take it down “at dicta- 
tion” and write it out at leisure, while the ’ 
official stenographers, who know every face 
aud name, and every man’s style,and in most 
cases their voices, rush back and are ready 
tw take their “‘turn.”” In the Senate one man 
is paid $25,000 per year to dothe work, 
he employs and pays his assistants.

Ask them what system 
they would advise a young wan to learn and 
they always answer, “‘Pitinan’s,” and most 
of them say that Ben Pitman’s—the modiltiec 
system—is better than Isaac Pitinan’s. Ask 
them, too, if they would advise a young mar 
to study shortuiand, and they will answei 
that while there are too many “‘sticks’”’ in the 
proiession there is plenty oi room at the top 

The popular impression is that all mem- 
bers revise everything they sav before it goes 
into the Record. This is a great error. Most 
men revise their set speeches, as an editor 
revises uls productions before they go inte 
the form, or as every careful business mar 
revises his letter before he sends it, but 
three-fourths of the matter that goes inte 
the Recerd is printed without revision.

Way back in 183% the Platte Purchase, a 
rip of country extending from what is now 
nown as Kansas City to the Iowa line, was 
ned up for settlement, and a little place 
nown as Mortonsville, on Platte River, was 
regarded somewhat as the capital of this 
rrowin ion. Its name was soon after 
thanged to Platte City, and it forthe time 
being became the great town of the West. 
Llere the immense freight trains, ioaded 
with provisions, drawn by oxen, were fitted 
out and sent West. This is the point to which 
the large slaveholders came, bringing their 
negroes by the fifties and hundreds, and built 
their palatial residences, which now stand as 
idie monuments of a past institution. 
Here was the plotting and = the 
planning of the Kansas troubles, in which 
the attempt was made to carry slaverysinto 
Kansas, and which fanned the flames and 
brought on a fratricidal war. Here was the 
scene of the pillage and the a of 
the Kanaas rea leg, in which the Jayhawk- 
ers, led by Jennison and Jim Lane, retaliated 
by robbing and murdering old men, women 
sand children. Here was the foint to 
which the intellectual giants of the West 
flocked, andin the days when court con- 
menced in the spring and lasted until mid- 
summer was the scene of forensic debate be- 
tween men who afterwards guided the des- 
tinijes ofa nation. This was the stamping- 
ound of Gen. A. W. Doniphan, who after- 
ards Jed his brave corps to the halls of the 
Montezumas ; here lived David R. Atchison 
the twenty-four hour President of the Unit 
States. 

Here lived the great Burnes trio—Jim, Cal- 
vin and Don—in ability the peers of any one. 
Here dwelt Ben. Strongfeliow, Gen. Denver 
and Jim Craig. Here George P. Dorriss and 
his iamented wife laid the foundation of that 
colossal fortune which is now engagin the 
attention of thecourts ot your city. Here 
the great John Wilson was pitted on the 
stuinp by the Whigs against Benton.

The statistics of American railroad con- 
struction during the past y- ar are marvelous. 
The returns for the year show the comple- 
tion of about 11,000 miles of railway, or ap- 
wards of thirty miles per day for every day 
in the year. This is about 1,500 miles more 
than were built during 1881, which was the 


banner year for rallway building up to that 
time. This vast mileage was divided between 


316 lines, situated in 44 States and Territories 
and represented an invested capital o 

270,000,000, The mileage among the leadin 

tates was divided as follows: lowa, a 
Texas, 817; New York, : Oh BB. 
Ar as, 529; Indiana, 529; Colorado, 50C
